THE 
BANKKK.S FAVOJl A J.OAN. 


The New York bankers are generally 


satisfied with Secretary Carlisle's re- 
port. They say it is clear tKat the 
Government not only needs a larger 
coin reserve, but also requires more 
money for current expenses. They 
think it is imperative that Congress 
should authorize the Secretary to bor- 
row money at the best rates obtainable. 


There is some disappointment in 


Wall street because the Secretary did 
no declare emphatically against the 
coinage of the seignorage on the silver 
bullion now in the Treasury. His 
statement is regarded as an indirect 
recommendation that the seignorage 
be coined. He is charged with break- 
ing faith with Wall street on this point, 
as they claim that he distinctly stated 
to the bankers in New York that he 
would not recommend its coinage. 
However, as he says there is more 
money in circulation than is required 
for the transaction of business and 
condemns as unwise the policy of the 
Government in keeping its own notes 
outstanding to em ulate as currency 
and provide for their redemption in 
coin, the report is in the main satis- 
factory to the gold men.

results from the indisposition of the 
public to retain silver dollars and sil- 
ver certificates in circulation. He says 
he cannot understand why this should 
be the cade and has sought to remedy 
it by increasing the number of silver 
certificates of denominations 'ess than 
$10. 
The Treasury Department dis- 


credited silver dollars by declining to 
redeem Treasury notes issued in pay- 
ment of bullion with them. Now it 
expresses surprise that the puplic 
evinces a disposition to keep those 
dollars out of circulation. Let the 
Government treat greenbacks as it has 
silver dollars and it is safe to assume 
that there would be a run on the Treas- 
ury within a week. 


If the Treasury Department would 


treat silver dollars as money by using 
a reasonable amount of them in paying 
Government obligations and not pro- 
claiming to the world that there is no 
demand for such coins there would be 
no difficulty iu keeping them in circu- 
lation. 


AN Ai>mu<:ss TO TIIJK PJSOPLJS. 


The JOURNAL sent out an address to 


the people of Nevada issued by the 
State Bureau of Immigration, in which 
is incorporated the addresa of the In- 
ternational Irrigation Congress, the 
full text of which was published in both 
the DAILY and WEEKLY JOURNAL at the 
time it was issued lust October.

Gen. R. M. Clarke, Carson city, and 
James Newlands, Jr., Dayton. The 
State Bureau of Immigration, which 
consists of General J. E. Jones, State 
Controller K. L. Horton and State 
Superintendent of Schools Orvis Ring, 
urges the people to rally to the support 
of the Commission and to communi- 
cate their ideas on the subject of irri- 
gation legislation to the end that all 
may be justly and equally treated.

son by a plurality of 1,387. The vote 
was the heaviest ever polled in the 
city. Swift, the defeated candidate, is 
a Republican member of the City 
Council and was appointed Acting 
Mayor after the death of Harrison. 
Hopkins is a bachelor 36 years of age. 
He was formerly paymaster for the 
Pullman Company, but of late years he 
has been engaged iu the wholesale 
grocery business. 


The Trainmen on the Northern Pacific 


Kefiue to Accept a Cat In. Wages. 
TACOXA, December 21.— The Brother- 


hood of Railway Trainmen is in com- 
munication, through cipher dispatches, 
with the delegates of the Order now 
conferring with the receivers of the 
Northern Pacific at St. PauL To-day's 
ciphers state that the officers of the 
road insist upon the reduction going 
into effect and that the Brotherhood 
would insist upon a tie-up. 


General Assistant Superintendent 


Dickinson is credited in these dis- 
patches with the statement that there 
are five men to take the place of any 
man who may wish to quit, and that he 
did not oppose the prospect of a strike 
if one were to follow the enforcement 
of the new schedule. 


The ciphers also announce that Pres- 


ident Brayton Ives of the Northern 
Pacific has telegraphed the Brother- 
hood, through one of its members at 
St. Paul, not to take any action what- 
ever in the matter until he arrived 
from New York. 


The officials of the Northern Pacific 


now in the city state that Mr. Ives has 
no say in the matter, inasmuch as the 
road is in the hands of receivers ap- 
pointed by the United States Court. 
This alleged action of President Ives 
corroborates 
statements 
heretofore 


made, in effect that the officials of the 
road now in charge actually courted a 
strike in order that the present condi- 
tion of affairs might continue, the 
understanding being that when the 
road was returned into the hands of 
the stockholders most of the officials 
now in charge would be dismissed. 


In addition to this the Brotherhood 


claims to have in its possession, in 
black and white, facts and figures 
showing that the managers of the 
Northern Pacific have been diverting 
freight in order to decrease business 
and promote conditions favorable to 
the demands for a reduction. These 
alleged facts and figures will not be 
exhibited at present, but they are 
promised for publication later. 


All the local officials deny that a 


pound of frieght has been diverted, 
and any such diversion would merit 
and receive instant dismissal of those 
causing it.

Mining Assessment Work. 


WASHINGTON, December 21. — Under 


the provisions of the act suspending 
mining assessments on 
unpatented 


mining claims for one year claimants 
must file an affidavit in order to secure 
the benefit of this act in the offices 
where the location notice or certificate 
is filed that they in good faith intend 
to work and hold the claim. A great 
many interested parties have been 
telling miners that they must file sep- 
arate affidavits for each claim. Thus, 
if the miner has half a dozen claims, he 
must file a separate affidavit for each, 
accoiding to this statement. 


Representative Bell of Colorado, who 


is the author of the bill, says that this 
is not the case, and the miner is only 
required to file one affidavit, no matter 
how many claims he has. 


A I>angei'ou3 Counterfeit. 


NEW YORK, December 21. — The United 


States authorities have so far failed to 
get any traces of the individual or in- 
dividuals responsible for the circula- 
tion of the new counterfeit $100 United 
States Treasury note. A description of 
the counterfeit has been sent to the 
Treasury agents throughout the coun- 
try, with instructions to communicate 
with the banks and advise the de- 
partment In the event of any of the 
spurious greenbacks turning up. 


The counterfeit is a dangerous one, 


being a production of the photo-pen- 
and-ink process, and has excellent 
imitations of the signatures of W. S. 
Rosecrans, Registrar of the Treasury, 
and J. N. Huston, Treasurer of the 
United States.

THE WHITE HOBSK MUTES. 


What Is Being Done on That Promising 


New I/ode Near •Wads-worth. 


A representative of the Wadsworth 


Dispatch has the following interesting 
account of a recent visit to that new 
mining district in this county, he says: 


Striking out with one of Crosby's 


livery teams toward the range of 
mountains about five or six miles north- 
west of Wadsworth, after a pleasant 
drive of an hour the writer came to the 
foot of White Horse canyon where is 
located the"Addie C.," claim at which 
he found a shaft. It is being worked 
by Mexicans sent from San Jose by in- 
terested capitalists. 
The shaft was 


thirty-five feet deep and drifts were 
running east and west in search of a 
prospect. The result was the finding 
of a three foot ledge of gold rock over 
which the miners were very jubilant 
judging by there smiles. They are 
close mouthed. Numerous samples 
have been sent to San Jose and the 
returns must have been satisfactory 
enough to keep the three men delving. 


The next prominent claim was the 


East Jim Blaine upon which some 
prospecting has been done. However 
as this claim joins the Jim Elaine it 
was considered valuable enough by its 
owners to be offered under a bond of 
a year's time 
for $25,000. 
These 


figures were 
given in compliance 


to a request made by an expert who 
visited the district in the interests of 
San Francisco capitalists. 
The Pay 


Car claim was under the same con- 
ditions placed at $15,000. These claims 
are not developed and the croppings 
only prospected and assayed. 


The Jim Blaine mine owned by Ned 


Gregory and being worked under bond 
by Sacramento people is the further of 
the claims in the district and the cause 
of the excitement at White Horse. . A 
dozen assays .taken from this mine 
range from $30 to $7,300 per ton in gold 
and attracted attention to the district. 
The Jim Blaine shaft is down 93 feet 
and when it is 100 feet deep, by the 
terms of the bond, crosscutting will 
commence and the'width of the ledge 
will be determined. Regardless of^the 
width of the ledge there is ore enough 
in sight to pay double the amount for 
which the mine is bonded. 
But upon 


the result of the developement of the 
Jim Blaine the future of White Horse 
in a measure depends, and for each inch 
of ledge there will be a consequent in- 
crease in the value of the mine and 
corresponding results over the entire 
district. 


At White Horse City we found a typ- 


ical young mining oamp of four houses 
and lumber for more. It is known as 
the Coal Camp from the fact that a 
small seam of first-class coal was found 
at the point some seventeen years ago 
but after sinking some $5,000the finders 
abandoned the coal mine. 


Touching White Horse City is the 


"Emma L" mine owned by the Wash- 
eim brothers. Here is a two fool ledge 
with some very rich gold rock in it. 
This claim promises to pay big from 
the surface and some of the specimens 
taken from this ledge would ornament 
any cabinet. This claim is held at $50,- 
000 the owners offering to bond for 
that amount. 
The claim is covered 


with rich streaks as indicated by the 
croppings and if they come together 
Look out for a famous mine. Just over 
the hill are the Tigers, Black Point and 
Bi-Metallic which are held in pool for 
bond at $30,000. 


The Washoe Company is running a 


tunnel and hope to realize sanguine 
expectations in about six weeks. They 
tiave very rich croppings and will strike 
the ledge ,200 feet from the surface 
when the tunnel is 150 feet. Miners at 
the Royal are tunnelling for the main 
ledge which they expect to reach ver j 
soon, in the mean time they are en- 
countering pay rock right along but 
are anxious to see what it looks like 
'in there." 


The North Broncho is accounted a 


'sure thing" with a good ledge cropping 
out at the lowest point in the gully. 
The claim is between the Royal and the 
Washoe Go's. Sunset. Then there is 
the Manhattan and Andy swears by it 
and the indications are first-class. We 
have confidence in the good angel. 


There are a number of claims in the 


district owned by parties at Reno and 
Wadsworth. The croppings all pros- 
pect and as soon as a little work is done 
the owners will know a little more 
about them. 


There are now fifteen men steadily 


employed at the various mines but 
spring will certainly see White Horse 


district a very busy and prosperous 
community. It may prove a second 
Comstock and enable Nevada to furnish 
gold to the world this time.

THE ORIGIN OF ANTHRACITE. 


A. FoMlble Solution of One of tueMy*t«riM» 


of Science. 


The main difference between anthra- 


cite and bituminous coal is that the for- 
mer ia devoid of volatile matter. Here- 
tofore the theory generallv accepted to 
account for this difference was that pre- 
sented half a century ago by Professor 
Bodgers while conducting the first geo- 
ligical survey of Pennsylvania. Observ- 
ing that the anthracite beds lay in the 
eastern part of the state in close proxim- 
ity to the Archean axis of elevation, he 
surmised that these coal beds had, BO 
to speak, been "coked" npon the eleva- 
tion of the Appalachian chain—that is, 
he supposed that the heat and pressnre 
accompanying the Appalachian eleva- 
tion, acting most vigorously near the 
axis, had distilled and removed the vola- 
tile matter of the coal bed nearest it. 


To adjust the theory of increasing 


facts, Professor Lesley added the sup- 
position that the heat involved in this 
theory -was brought up by conduction 
when the superincumbent layers of rock 
were extremely thick, which have sinco 
been mainly removed by the erosive 
agencies which have been active over the 
region for millions of years. The in- 
adequacy of these theories has led Pro- 
fessor J. J. Stevenson of the University 
of New York to propound another and 
idmpler theory, which was ably defended 
by him at the recent meeting of the Geo- 
logical Society of America. 


He would account for the lack of vola- 


tile matter in anthracite coal by the sim- 
ple fact that it had been longer exposed 
to that kind of decay which takes place 
in vegetable matter when immersed in 
water, and which consists chiefly in the 
loss of the hydrocarbons which consti- 
tute the volatile elements in bituminous 
coal. On this supposition the anthracite 
beds are those which were formed ear- 
liest In the swamps and lagoons of the 
carboniferous period and remained long- 
est devoid of tho covering of sedimentary 
deposits, which subsequently preserved 
them from further change. This theory 
is confirmed by the fact that there is no 
such strict relation of the anthracite 
beds to the Appalachian axis of eleva- 
tion as Professor Rodgers had supposed 
and by many other considerations which 
Professor Stevenson is about to publish. 
This simple cause seems adequate to ac- 
count for all the phenomena and proba- 
bly solves one of the long standing mys- 
teries of geological science.—Independ- 
ent.
